Replying to your letter of February 7th, although we have 
specimens of the Belgian Conmemorative medal we have no especial 
information as to its awarding, It comes with all sorts of devices — 
for fastening to the ribbon, such as a red cross for Red Cross work, 
bars for service (I have seen one with four bars for four years" 
service), small crowns and stars for presumeably special mention. 
I camot tell you whether this was given to foreigners. If it was, 
I should say that it was givm only to those foreigners who served a3 
with Belgian organizations or under Belgian command, and not to eee 
those who served in Belgium under French, English or Ameriount command, ie 
I am herewith enclosing a doling or this medal. ue fe 


I do not quite understand what you mean by the British General 
Service World War Medal. The British General Service medal is of — 
- long standing and is given to those engagements or actions for which ied 
no special medal is provided. None were given for actual participation 
in the World War as other medals were provided, but it has been awarded 
since the World War for various duties in Asia and Africa. There is, — 
however, what is know as a British War Medal, which is somtimes 
Called the Overseas Medal. This corresponds to the campaign badge 
issued for other wars. The obverse has the head of George V., and the 
reverse a man on horseback. The ribbon is orange with fine stripes of 
white, black and blue on each side. ‘This was awarded to all combatants, 
as well as the Victory Medal. Some of our Naval Officers serving under 
strictly British command also received these medals.
